The 
attitude of Senate leaders today was 
that no hasty action should be tak- 
en by that body in dealing with 
immigration issues. 

WAR DEBTS WORRY. 

Concern of Congressional leaders 
as to ability of the treasury to 
raeet the $7,600,000,000 of war debts

nirnian Fordney of the Ways and 
Means Committee today, both in the, 
Mavee and at the epening of hear- 
Ings by hie committee on revision of 
revenue legislation. 
@Ghe Ways and Means Committee 
chairman frankly expressed doubt 
that the estimate of a four-billion 
annual tax levy would be sutficient 
to meet the requirements of the gdv- 
ernment over the period of maturing 
freasury certificates and Victory 
notes. As a solution, he advocated 
refunding into long-term bonds cer- 
tificates now aggregating $2,350,000,- 
000, as well as of the first iseve of 
War Savi Stamps and the Victory 
issue. 

Adoption of such a plan, Mr. 
Fordney declared, would enabie a 
reduction of taxes below Secretary 
Houston's estimate of $4,000,000,- 
000. It also, he said, would permit 
a tax levy for several years suffi- 
cient only to cover cérrent fiscal 
needs of the government and inter- 
est on the public debt and sinking 
fund operations. 

DISAGREES WITH VIEWS. 
The first witness before the com- 
mittee at the tax revision hearing, 
however. disagreed with Mr. Ford- 
ney on the proposal. In reply fo 
questions by Representative Long- 
worth, Republican, Ohio. Thomas 
S. Adams, treasury tax expert and 
economist, said the program of the 
treasury appeared to provide suffi- 
cient revenues to take care of the 
maturing obligations, except the 
savings stamps, which would be paid 
through the sale of other iesues of 
such stamps as each yearly issue 
fails due. He added, however, that 
the treasury estimates for taxation 
could stand no reduction if the pro- 
gram were to be carried through 
and the maturing obligations met.

BUMPER CROP OF COTTON 
ASSURED BY LATE WINTER. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.— The cotton crop, which began the 
season in the worst cendition in fifty years, has turned out to be 
the biggest crop since 1914, with a production of 12,987,000 bales, 
accordifig to final estimates today by the Department of Agriculture. 

The lateness of winter, the department said, bas helped to in- 
crease the size of the crop by permitting the plant, which was late 
in getting started, to mature. 

The price of cotton paid to producers December 1 war an- 
nounced today by the department as 14 cents a pound, the lowest 
for that date since 1915. 

The final production estimate ts 1,500,000 bales more than fore- 
cast from the condition of the crop late in June. Vast tmprove- 
ment was shown as the season progressed and the Augu*t condition 
brought a forecast of 12,783,000 bales. That was reduced by the 
September condition to 12,123,000 bales. 

In Texas and Seuth Carolina the crop is very large, closely ap- 
proaching the record. Okiahoma’s crop is a record one, as is that 
of Arkansas. Production in California and Arizona has about 
doubled the production of any previous year.

WELTER OF RUIN: 

The week-end of terror and wild 
destruction through which Cork 
passed left a terrible welter of ruin. 
There have been no fresh outbreaks 
of shooting and the conflagrations 
mostly burned themselves out, but 
today the finest part of the city lay 
@ masse of ruina. 

In 8t. Patrick street, which was 
the main commercial artery of the 
city, solid blocks of business prem- 
ises, the most tmposing in Cork, 
have been blotted out. 

The City Engineer stated ,- today 
that the desiruction is too great for 
him to make an immediate estimate 
of the number of buildings de- 
stroyed, but by others it was said 
more than 300 had been burned, 
with the loses of more than £3,000,- 
000 sterling. 

It was a matter of wander in 
Cork teday that no one appears to 
have perished in the flames. 

TERROR UNPARALLELED. 
The terror which possessed the 
city Saturday night was unparal- 
leled. Many residents in the vicinity 
of Dillon's Cross, where the mill- 
tary cadets were ambushed Saturday 
night, fed their homes in fear and 
spent the night In the felda. 
Throughout Sunday the panic con- 
tinued, and an exodus from the cen- 
ter of the city occurred. 

Strong mabile bodies of soldiers 
took possestion of the streets to 
prevent further acts of Incendiarism 
and attempts at looting. 
Today life in Cork was etrangely 
quiet, with crowds gazing hopelessly 
and awed at the heaps of smoking 
ruins. The belief is general that 
the fires unquestionably were the re- 
sult of incendiarism. 

BOLDIERS ATTACKED. 
A military patrol was ambyshed 
at Cloyne, seven miles east of 
Queenstown, yesterday. The attack- 
ers threw bombs from two houses, 
but were defeated. Two of the at- 
tackers were killed, several wound- 
ed and two captured.

England ‘Loses Supremacy in 
Oil Interests. 


Asks Restoration of Railways 
Seized by Nation. . 


Demand for Payment Causes 
Sensation at Capital. 


DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The 
tremendous increase tn shipments of 
oll from Mexico by American com- 
panies which have wrested from the 
British interests the supremacy. in 
this industry is believed here to be 
the reason for the sudden change in 
front of the British government re- 
garding the Mexican situation. It 
was reported today that the British, 
in addition to securing great petrole- 
um concessions during the last days 
and even hours of the De la Huerta 
regime, are exerting pressure upon 
the Mexican government for the 
restoration of the railways and oth- 
er seized properties, the payment 
Immediately of %,000,000 pesos to 
cover the earnings of the seized rail- 
ways during the time they were held 
and operated by the Mexican gov- 
ernment and to so arrange matters 
that the 260,000,000 pounds steriing 
of British capita) In Mexico shall be 
able to pay something on the invest- 
ment. 

LOSES OIL SUPREMACY. 

Statistics in the possession of the 
State Department show that the 
Aguila. the chief British of) company 
operating in Mexico, bag lost its su- 
premacy that was unquestioned two 
years ago in the Tampico oll region 
and that now twoand frequenly three 
American companies surpass it in the 
ammount of oll shipped from Mexico 
each month. This ie the chief Brii- 
ish investment in Mexico that has 
been able to pay dividends during the 
last ten years, and represents leas 
than 10 per cent of the total British 
investments in that country. 

British officials have recently noti- 
fied the Mexican authorities that 
Brttish capital invested in Mexico 
reached the total of £250,060,000 
sterling. and that since 19109 this 
enormous investment has not been 
productive, $0 per cent of the invest- 
ment has not yielded a penny to the 
shareholders and the Ccompanics have 
been forced t+ dcfer dividends and 
have teen unable to make iny pay- 
ments on bonda.,

Start Brisk Campaign. 


Criswell Defends Dodge Deal 
After Hot Argument. 


City Engineer's Inquiry for 
Screens Disapproved. 


Mayor Snyder, President O'Brien 
of the Board of Public Works and 
the City Council each conducted 
yesterday independent campaigns for 
open, competitive bidding for city 
supplies. The exciting day at the City 
Hall opened with an unexpected 
visit to the Mayor's office by Coun- 
Cllman Criswell, 

“I heard that you objected to the 
manner in which the City Council 


asked for bids for Dodge automo- 
biles,” said Mr. Criswell to the 
Mayor, shaking his tinger in the 


Mayor's face. 

“I did and do object,” said the 
Mayor. “The City Council should 
advertise for automobiles and give 
the specifications and then accept the 
best bid, instead of asking for of- 
fers for a certain make of ¢ar. ! 
am here to protect the city’s inter- 
eat.” 

“Well, IT am looking after the 
city’s interests, too, and we are go- 
ing to buy Dodge cars.” mid Mr. 
Criswell, turning to leave the room. 

“What's the use of adverilsing. 
then. if your mind is made up?” 
was the Mayor's parting shot te the 
departing Councilman. 

MAYOR QUOTES CHARTER. 


“The charter,” said Mayor Snyder 
later, “says that for all purchases of 
more than $600 the city «hal! adver- 
tise for bide, and I believe that the 
spirit of the charter should be 
lived up to.” 

Councilman Criewell said after his 
stormy meeting with the Mayor: 

“The finance committee, after a 
careful examination of all the papers 
in the case, was of the opinion that 
it was following the recommenda - 
tien of the Police Commission, of 
which the Mayor is chairman, when 
it instructed the purchasing agent to 
get prices on ten Dodge cars and 
find what alfowance would be made 
by the company for the old automo- 


piles, which we desire to turn in.” 


Counciiman Langdon, chairman of 
the supply committee of the Coun- 
cil, sald that the Mayor's point was 
weil taken and that undoubtedly the 
advertisement would be run with the 
name of Dedgo automobiles elimi- 
nated, and the specifications given 
so that Dodge or any automobiles, 
which could be offered to the city 
for 31600 or lem each could be 
listed in the bidding. 

While the Mayor and Counc!!man 
Criswell were having a heated dise- 
cussion, in the room of the Board of 
Public Works across the hal! from 
the Mayor's office President O'Brien 
was verbally “spanking’’ City En- 
gineer Griffin for engaging in “tn- 
formal’ inquiries among manufac- 
turers of screens for sewage. 

“We must have open competitive 
bMidding for these screens.’ said 
President O'Brien, “the same as for 
all other city material.” 

DECIDES TO ADVERTISE. 

The board then voted to advertine 
for bide for three screena to be used 
at the new Terminal Island sewage 
disporal plant. It is expected the 
screens will cost about $3600.

HE RUM SCANDAL. 

As the result of activities of Federal 
investigators in California during the last 
thirty days. numerous indictments have been 
returned charging group violations of the 
Volstead Act. A veritable rum scanda! has 
been bared and among the accused are citi- 
zens hitherto of good repute. One of those 
involved is a man of prominence now dead 
who cannot defend himself. 

The Times was among the first newspa- 
pers in the United States to urge a vigor- 
ous enforcement of the Volstead Act. It 
has been consistently upholding the hands 
of the Federal authorities. It commends 
the diligence of the Federa] investigators 
and it trusts that they will continue in 
their efforts until the public comes to rec 
ognize that the violation of the Volstead 
Act is no more to be tolerated than the 
Violation of other Federal and State stat- 
utes. Whoever condones the violetion of 
any written law is passing along road 
that leads to anarchy. 

But The Times warns the public that it 
must not in its haste confuse an indict- 
ment with a conviction. An indictment fs 
only a forma) accusation opening the way 
to a court investigation. It is based on 
testimony or evidence that may be, and in 
three cases out of four actually is, contro- 
verted in court. Not one indictment in 
four in California results in a conviction. 
This is not the fault of the grand juries 
or the district attorneys, for it is their duty 
to order 4 public investigation when charges 
are made to them ip secret that bear the 
appearance of being based on truth. 

The publit is too prone to forget. how- 
ever, that en indictment is only an order 


| for judicial investigation. 


During the short time that the Volstead 
Act has been in effect so many conflicting 
decisions and opinions have been rendered 
thet it is extremely difficult to say just 
what is a violation and what is not. This 
refers to cases * ore liquor hag been se 
cured for persona! consumption and not 
to be resold eat @ profit. Not one indict- 
ment in ten in the nation et large chars- 
ing « violation of thig act has resulted iu 
a conviction. This may be due in part to 
the fact that juries are prone to give the 
accused liberal ber. fit of any doubt that 
may exist concerning the intent of the 
act; but it should be taken into considera- 
tion in forming one’s opinion concerning 
the innocence or guilt of those agaipst 
whom indictments may be returned. 

The Times has no sympathy with boot- 
leggers. It insists that.all convicted as 
such shall receive the full ponalty of the 
law. Their punishment should be severe 
enough to break up the practice by making 
it both dangerous to liberty and unprofit- 
able. But the public should not jump at 
the conclusion that all against whom in- 
dictments have been returned are guilty. 
Let us hear their side of the case; let us 
give them every chance to clear their 
skirts, Somebody may have been too eager. 

There is no predisposition in the courts 
of Los Angeles county to permit violators 
of the Volstead Act to escape lightly. The 
public investigation following the indict- 
ments will be a searching one. Justice 
will be accorded to the accused, but justice 
only. Full opportunity will be given to 
show if the Federal investigators and the 
grand jury have erred. If they cannot dis- 
prove the charges on which -the indict- 
ments are based they must pay the penalty 
of their crimes. A ttumber of convictions 
are likely to follow: for it is notorious that 
bootlegging has been taking place in Lor 
Angeles and elsewhere in the State. The 
record of arrests for drunkenness at the 
police station and the convictions that 
have followed are not to be coptroverted. 

The Times advocates a fair hearing for 
the accused and, in the interest of fair 
play, warns the public that it must not 


confuse an indictment with a verdict ren-. 


dered by a jury. The Times has only com- 
mendation for those who have brought the 
present rum scandal to light; but the tfu- 


vestigators themselves freely admit that. 


they are not infallible, that they cannot 
avoid placing credence in information that 


may later be proven false. 


HE BELATED MANDATE. FOR LIT- 
‘TLE DENMARK. 

To many people it was @ surprise that 
by the Council of the League of Na- 
tions to eccept a mandate for Arme- 
nia. The mandate should properly have 
come to the United States because of the 
moral hold we have on the people through 
the noble labors of our missionaries and 
teachers. The American flag is highly re 
spected m Asia Minor and the Far East, 
mot for its belligerent possibijities—al- 
though there is a background of confidence 
even in this aspect of it—-but because our 
preachers and teachers are so trusted. The 
type of humanity which visits them from 
across the Atlantic stands for a high ideal 
of civilization such as those who have had 
to live under the rule of the unspeakable 
Turk long for with a great hunger. 

But our government hesitates to under- 
take internationaf responsibilities in a 
country so far from home, where armed 
intervention might mean a continued call 


op the young manhood of our mation. And 


so the Council, having to look elsewhere, 
bas chosen Denmark. France is already 
present in Asia Minor as the protector of 
Roman Catholic missions in and around 
Syria, a task she hag accepted for centu- 
ries; ever since the Crusades, In fact. 
There happens to be historic logic in the 
Counci] asking Denmark to be the pro- 
tector of Protestant missions. Away back, 
more than two centuries ago, the Danes 
held possessions in the East, ar well as in 
the West Indiés. At one of these, Tran- 
quebar on the Coromandel coast, a Dane 
was murdered by the natives, and his wid- 
ow, returning to Denmark, pleaded with 
the King, Frederick IV, to send out mis- 
sionaries to the Hindustan field The King 
was a sincerely religious man and respond. 
ed to the call. Just at thig period the 
Pietists of Germany—a stock from which 
Goethe came, by the way—had founded the 
University of Halle and were anxious to 
pus tolssionary work in foreign fields—a 
néw movement in Protestantism. They 
gladiy responded to the Danish King’s re- 
quest and sent him Bartholomew Ziegen- 


balg. @ young Saxon who had studied at 


Halle. Ziegenbalg arrived at Copenhagen 
at the close of the year 1705 and sailed for 
Trangvebar in Southern India, arriving 
there in the summer of 1706. He labored 
for thirteen yeare among the Tamils, the 
common people of the district, translating 
the Scriptures and publishing lexicons and 
a grammar. Ziegenbalg ranks as the first 

t missionary to the Far Uast;

Another .able missionary, linguist and 
diplomatist, Christian Frederick Schwartz, 
who spent fifty years of active life in South- 
ern India and enjoyed the confidence of the 
great Hyder Ali. ruler of Tanjore, more 
than any other European, studied at the 
University of Halle, went to Copenhagen 
for ordination and settled at Tranquebar 
under the Danish flag. He transferred his 
services later to the Puglish, and in the 
troubles with Hyder Ali, succeeded in re- 
lieving the city of Tanjore from imminent 
danger of famine by his influence with the 
native farmers, who brought in their cattle 
on bis personal pledge of payment. Ma- 
caviay has a reference to the Christian 
natives he left behind him fm @ letter quot- 
ed ip his “Biography of Trevelyan;” he 
calls bim “Swartz.” 
When the movement to send out mis- 
stonaries to India from Protestant England 
first took shape at the close of the eight- 
eeuth century, among the Baptists, it met 
with determined opposition from the East 
India. Company. The “unspoiled native” 
bed been idealized by the bumapitarien 
Rousseauists: and the company ptblicly 
declared that “the sending out of mission- 
aries to their eastern possessions struck 
against all reason and sound! policy and 
brought the peace and safety of their pos- 
sessions into peril.” So that when William 
Carey was set apart in London in 1793 to 
go on a mission to the Wast Indies he and 
Dis medical associate, Thomas, had to take 
passages on board a Dani«h Indiaman, the 
Kron Princessa Maria, sailing from Copen- 
hagen to Serampore. Had they not been 
under the protection of the Danish flag 
they would nof have been allowed to enter 
the Hooghly River. It was at Serampore, 
which remained Danish until the year 1845, 
when it passed. with other Darish posses 
sions, into British hands, that he studied 
Bengsli and Sanscrit. And to auch good 
effect that tn seven years Lord Wellesley, 
brother of the great Duke of Wellington, 
appointed him teacher of Bengali in the 
college he had started in Calcutta for the 
young servants of the Kast India Company. 
By this time the company had changed 
its ways and wag beginning to welcome

ical or educational direction: and ip the 
rear 1814 it even set apart funds to aid 
such schools. Thereafter there Was no call 
for Danish protection of Protestant mis- 
sioneries, British. Saxon or Moravian. To. 
day our American missionary schools are 
subsidized by the British authorities in In- 
dia when they do efficient work and are 
heartily welcomed. But the Danish pro- 
tection served its day; and now history ts 
repeating itself. American: missionaries 
will soon be looking to the Danish flag, 
with its white eross on a red field, for the 
protection they need tn far-off Armenia. 


O-OPERATIVE MARKETING. 

State officials connected with market- 
ing and agricultural commissions have 
formed a national association for the pur- 
pose of exchanging ideas and correcting 
some of the mistakes and errors in market- 
ing the. nation’s crops. A co-operation of 
laWs and of States, as well as of individ. 
uals, would help a lot. Apparently there 
are three distinct groups in the distribu- 
tion system and the favorite sport in each 
is passing the buck. The producers are 
blamed by the middiemen and consumers 
for failure to standardize thefr output and 
its marketing. The consumers say that 
the producers and middiemen both receive 
too much of a margin on their sales and 
there is too much of a duplication in effort 
and service that makes for high costs. 
They insist that there are too many mid 
diemen; that most of them are unneces- 
sary, and that the producer is to blame for 
their encouragement. The producers and 
the middlemen claim that the consumer de- 
mands too much in the way of service. He 
wants fancy goods in a fancy package and 
he wants it delivered at his door. These 


, are the very items that make the cost of

living climb to the skies. While the pro- 
ducer is blamed for not hunting up the con- 
sumer and dealing directly with him. the 
constmer is equally responsible for hise 
neglect to get in touch with the producer.

Fruit rotting in the 
Orchards and meats spoiling in storage al- 
most amount to crimes against the con- 
sumer and should be made impossible 
threugh a sensible and practical co-opera- 
tion in pational marketing, Getting the 
top price for bis grain at the moment it is 
taken to market ts apparently a fine thing 
producer. Yet a system which 
would take the yield as needed and spread 
it over the year might pfove safer and bet- 
ter in the long fun. There is @ whole lot 
to be learned about practical marketing 
and the first lesson would be to unlearn 
Most of that which has already been ac 
quired. 


RANGLING AND RENTS. 

When the rent-reachers get ‘to harry- 
ing one another the crowd. will sit on the 
fence and give three rousing cheers: A 
rather unusual case was brought to the at- 
tention of the local authorities the other 
day. Out South Grand avenue way there 
is a large cottage, partially furnished. which 
had been rented under a two-year lease for 
$40 a month. The tenant moved in when 
houses were more plentiful agd rentg were 
low. When the lease expired the owner 
demanded $150 a month for the house, fur 
nished, and the tenant moved out. Several 
prospective tenants came and looked at the 
place, but wovld not pay the price asked 
and it was empty for some days. Finally 
& man came along who said he would pay 
$140 a month if he could rent a couple of 
rooms to a friend to help cover the expense. 
To this no objection was made and an 
agreement was reached. The stranger 
gave a check for $75 to bind the barcam 
and said he would pay the balance when 
he moved in, which would be in a day or 
two-the family being located temporarily 
at the beach. In the meantime, if the 
friend arrived first, he was to be permitted 
to mote in witb his belongings. 


The friend enme. all right—several of 
bim. in fact. Dering the next two days half 
a dozen of them arrived with grips, trunks, 
suit cases and other baggage. All 6f them 
had made agreements with the handsome 
stranger to regt balf his furnished home 
for $60 a month and they had all paid their 
money in advance. They got to fighting 
ove another for possegsion and would spend 
the time setting one another's luggaze out 7 
on the pavement.

The 
check which had been given him by the 
renter had been returned to bim ag being 
mo good and so he had a little ejectment 
work on his own account and then rented 
the place. to an entirely new tenant for

either possession or their money. The own- 
er of the property had given a verbal lease 
to one person and then had taken money 
and given possession to another. This was 
contrary to law and the landlord covld not 
rent to a second party, even if the first 
failed to show up. The State's attorney's 
Office washed fts hands of the whole mat-” 
ter, however, and thought the problems 
should be solved in the civil courts. Af 
last accounts the triangle was watching for 
the mysterious stranger, who must have 
advertised im order to obtain his string of 
Subtenants at $60 head. The rest of the 
victims were making life miserable for the 
landiord, who had tried to grab $2860 in one 
month for a house that had been renting 
for $40. The newest tepant was being an- 
noyed by the same fleck demanding pos 
session of at least a room or two in return 
for the $60 or $75 they had paid. It was 
grab and grasp all the way ‘round and em- 
phasized the beauty of doing business with 
decent people in a decent way.
